The Papal Offer In 1917. 


The Reichstag Commission 
appointed to examine the Iate 
Herr Erzberger’s statement tha: 
Germans obstructed the Papal 
efforts tor peace in 1917 has now 
published the summary ofits find- 
ing-.

offer on the part of 
Snglard in the suramer “of 
1917, or even a marked prob- 
ability thar peace might 
ne obiained, but that when the 
Papal action for peace was begun 
there were possibilities of peace 
which ovgbt to have been cursori-~ 
ly examined by Germany. [t 
finds that in its formal treatment 
of the Papal action Germany 
roade blunders, though it considers. 
that, in view of the situation at 
the end of August, 1917, England 
and France may have regarded 
the Papal action as not tending to 
their advantage. 

It further considers tbat 
question whether the Pope's 
paace move was wrecked 
solely by German delay in giving 
a declaration with regard to the 
liberation of Belgium cannot be 
answered in the affirmative. 

The Tageblutt, commenting on 
this finding. says that the care 
with which it is drafted shows 
that it is intended to convey only 
what is quite incontestable. [Ff it 
is considered in conjunctioa with 
contemporary documents thare 
can be no doubt that the pos- 
sibility of peace was stifled at 
birth by the deliberate treatment 
of the Curia inquiry.

OUR DIRECTOR OF 
EDUCATION. 


For many years now we have 
been advocating that the Hong> 
kong Edncation Department 
shoold heve an expart educz- 


‘tionist at its head. The qaestion 


came before the Council at 
Tharsday’s meeting, wher Mr. 
Lang made a strong plea for 
placing at the heed of our educsa- 
tional ,affsirs an offirer with 
special training in this bizhly 
technical work. Judging from 
the Goveroment rapty, however, | 
there saeme littls prorpect of 
this most desirabla change being 
brought about. Apparently Hong- 
kong is:stillto have as Director 
of Education a member of the 
Cadet Service, though, as Mr. 
Lang very pertinently observed, 
noone would think of filling the 
posts of Director of Public 
Works, Harbour Master or 
Medical Officer from she same 
quarter. Significantly enough, 
no reason was given as to why 
an exception should be made in 
the case of education. 


We were rather eurprised at 
the tone of Mr. Fletcher's reply 
to the demand. First of all, he 
stated that the present Director 
was brought to Hongkoog over 
twenty years ago specially for 
the purpase af being apzointed to 
the control of the Education 
Department, addinz that his) 
training and experiecct fairly 
rebut the sggestion that the 
Government bas any custom of 
employing cfficers who bave not! 
had lifelorg experience in utheir 
work. We preeume that Mr., 
Fletcher's meaniog is that Mr.| 
Irving has had his training aod 
experience here. One thing is 
certain—he had no training in 
the work before be came to Hong- 
kong, for the record of his service 
shows that the posts he held 
in tho F.M.S. were those of 
Junior Officer, Demarcation 
Officer, Assistant Protector of 
Chinese and Warden of Mines. 
‘Ho was filling this Isst samed 
Pomten when be was “special. 

" called to Hongkong on at 
sucstional mission, though what 
relationship there is between Tin 
Mines and Education we cannot 
imagine. Even in Hongkong he 
has held other jobs than that of 
Director of Education—acting 
Rogistrar-C eneral, ‘ecting Police 
Magistrate and Cable Censor. 
We do not think that even Mr. 
Irving bimeelf would claim to be 
an educational expert, despite 
his. Hongkong experience, Mr.

the senior pogition in his Depart- 
ment. Until that is done, we 
shall continue to run the risk of 
having unqualified man at the 
bead of important branches ofthe 
administration. 


Guild Dictation. 

Tho Hon. Mr. E. WV. D. Parr’s 
plea for some amelioration of the 
labour conditions appertaining to 
honse construction, and, indeed, 
to industry in general, will 
awakeo a generalecho. As Mr. 
Parr ssid, the building of honsing 


‘| accommodation for the Govern- 


mont staffs bas been held up 
through excessivs costs, and 
this reacts opon.the kousing 
available for the community ‘io 
general. Labouris not the only 
cause of higher prices, bit it ie a 
very important one. The workers 
are not only heing incited to de- 
mand higher wages. but it is 
fairly apparent that the inflox of 
labour ig being restricted by guild 
machinations—not recessarily by 
the.general body composing the 
guild, but by the eirepulters. 
The Hon. Mr. Chow Shou-son, 
on behalfof his Chinesacollesgue 
as well as himself. endarsed 
Mr. Parr’s observations. © Both 
speakers freely expressed sym- 
patny with the valid aspirations of 
the tabourer for battermant cf his 
living conditions, & strongly 
critic sad the practices of those 
unsernplou: individuals among 
the guild leaders who trade 
upon tze ignorance and credulity 
of the workers. That the agitator 
has been busy both here and in 
many parts of China bas -been 
abundantly shown in recent 
moaths. Tbe Hon. Mr. Bird 
pointed ont that labour was at 
the risk of fouling its own nest, 
because in the long run high 
costs sedace demand, to 
say nothing of stimulating 

use of  Jabour-saving 
devices. These are points to be 
remembered, though they do no* 
promise immediate relief, The 
Hon. Colonial Secretary was 
logical, too. when’ he pointed to 
the difficulty of combating these 
obstructions by legislation, at the 
same time welcoming any sug: 
geszion. It is indeed @ problem 
to enac:, orat any rate ‘oenforce, 
a measure for the restriction of 
guild activities, owing to the 
difficulty of tracing the offenders. 
Something can be dane, however, 
and is being cone. wilness the 
raid upon guilds the other day. 
The augmentation of the Police 
that is being carried out should 
helpin this. 


‘Kowloon Hospital. 


In connection with Thursday's 
full-dress delate on the Colony’s 
Budzet for 1923. Kowlconresidents 
will doubtless have noticed with 
considerable satisfaction that 
strong comment was made on the 
Government's. inability to carry 
out work on. the building of the 
Kowloon Hospital Weare notso 
concerned asthe Hor. Mr. E.V. D. 
Parr apparently was regard- 
iog the increased sum which ia to 
be spent on the hospital over. and 

above the original estimate. We 
don’t care very much what sum is 
spent, so-long as the European 
population of Kowloon is given 
the measure of hospital accom. 
modation to which it is obvicusly 
entitled) It has been nothing 
short of a disgrace to the Govern- 
ment and the Colony generally, 
that over 3,000 noa-Chinese 
residents on the mainland bave 
for so-lIohg had no hospital 
within ‘reasonable distance o 
their Homes or reasormsbly 
accessible. The work.of site pre- 
paration has taken far. too long 
—over two years—and. tenders 
bave only just. been called, 
these not being due into the 
[Government until December. It
